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U. S. Spending

HOLLYWOOD, Fla. </P> — Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Humphrey 
said today that if large cuts in 
federal spending are to be made 
next y ear they must be carved out 
of national security outlay s. 
Humphrey said, in remarks pre­ 
pared for the annual convention 
of the Investment Bankers Assn., ; 
that the government will run eight 
to nine billion dollars in the red 
next y ear unless spending can be ; 
cut, taxes raised or some combina­ 
tion achieved. And he declared: 
“Government spending balloned ' 
during the past few y ears in the 
security area. If great reductions 
are to be made, they will have to 
be made largely in that area, be­ 
cause it is such a large percentage 
of our total expense.” 
But, Humphrey said, “We can­ 
not swing a broad ax” in cutting i 
security 
spending. 
He 
declared 
also that eliminating extravagance 
in military 
s p e nd i ng 
would | 
achieve 
“only 
relatively 
small 
saving” and only over a consid­ 
erable period of time. 
Needs Perfecting 
“Big 
reductions 
in 
security 
spending," Humphrey said, “can 
only come from perfecting a new 
and more effective defense pro ­ 
gram which costs less money . This 
to o , takes time and tremendous 
planning, work and effort.” 
Nevertheless 
Humphrey 
de­ 
clared, “We have not abandoned 
effort or hope for an early bal­ 
anced budget.” He made it plain, 
however, 
that 
there 
was 
little 
prospect for a balanced budget in 
fiscal 19 55, beginning next July 1. 
Humphrey said the Eisenhower 
adm inistration’s two 
p r i nc i p a l 
goals are; 
1. 
“That 
we 
have 
military 
strength of sufficient power not 
only for our own defense but also 
to help promote peace in the 
world.” 
2. “That we m aintain an econo­ 
my of sufficient strength and pro ­ 
ductive 
power 
to 
continuously 
support that m ilitary posture.” 
Humphrey said the present 275- 
billion-dollar debt 
limit is “of 
great concern” because, he said, it 
prevents the Treasury from hand­ 
ling the debt in “an orderly , busi­ 
ness-like fashion.” Congress last 
summer rejected an adm inistra­ 
tion request to boost the legal debt 
ceiling up to 29 0 billions.

game is coming back, he said, and 
there are more deer in Missouri 
today than when the Indians ro am ­ 
ed the country . 
Conservation is a m atter of edu­ 
cation, he went on, and he urged 
that the men when they go hunt­ 
ing or fishing take their sons along 
to teach them how to fish and 
hunt conservatively so that wild 
life will not be wantonly destroy ed. 
Stokely punctuated his rem arks 
with reminiscences of some of his 
experiences and proved he could 
be entertaining as well as instruc­ 
tive. 
Asked what he thought about the | 
future of Mingo, Stokely said he 
expected it would become one of 
the greatest hunting areas in the 
country . There are 8,000 acres of 
land, half owned by the state and 
half by the government 
Fishing, 
except for rough fish, he thought 
would never amount to so much.

Then, on Nov. 19 , Robert L. 
Farrington, assistant secretary of 
agriculture, told the governor a 
decision on the 29 counties was 
expected within 
a 
week. Still 
nothing was done. 
Today Donnelly emphasized that 
action is needed immediately so 
reduced freight rates on hay can 
apply in those counties and so the 
federal government can share in 
the cost of shipping hay into the 
region. 
Currently the state is bearing 
the entire freight cost in the 29 
counties, using money from the 
$61 i» million voted byr a special 
session of the Legislature in Octo­ 
ber. 
“ I would like to call y our at­ 
tention,” the governor wrote, “to 
the. fact that in one of these 29 
counties, 
K no x C o u nt y , the 
drought situation is so severe that 
the United States Army is now en­ 
raged in a w ater pumping project 
inr the relief of Edina, the county 
seat, where w ater even for human 
consumption has been rationed for 
several weeks.”

The operation of this venture in 
darying started as a sideline, but 
has now reached businesslike pro­ 
portions. 
The first income derived from 
the dairy in 1940 was from the sale 
of butterfat. Milking all cows by 
hand, pouring the milk in a sep­ 
arator, and turning by hand re­ 
sulted in the removal of the fat 
from the liquid. There was little, 
if any, sale for the skim milk at 
that time, and what was not used 
on the farm or by the owner was 
poured out for hog feed. The but­ 
terfat was sold locally, and to a 
truckroute. 
The first milking operations were 
carried on in a frame type barn 
with a dirt floor, and a hand oper­ 
ated pump supplying the water 
needed. Of course, milking by hand 
was the only method employed by 
the dairy at that time. 
Several years later a concrete 
floor was poured for the barn, and 
with the coming of electricity to 
the rural area, a modern pressure 
type water system was installed. 
Next came the purchase of one 
International Harvester automatic 
milking machine. In a short time 
an additional milker was purchas­ 
ed and installed, and at the same 
time an eight-can milk cooler was 
placed in operation. It served to 
keep the milk cool and prevent 
spoilage before pickup. In 1946 an 
additional milking machine was 
added to the line to speed up the 
operation. 
The dairy farm with a limited 
acreage of ground had its ups and 
downs for the following years.

^Treasury Secretary 
M akes Statement 
A t Bankers Meet 
HOLLYWOOD, Fla. (A1) — Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Humphrey 
said today that if large cuts in 
federal spending are to be made 
next year they must be carved out 
of national security outlays. 
Humphrey said, in remarks pre­ 
pared for the annual convention 
of the Investment Bankers Assn., 
that the government will run eight 
to nine billion dollars in the red 
next year unless spending can be 
cut, taxes raised or some combina­ 
tion achieved. And he declared: 
“Government spending balloned 
during the past few years in the 
security area. It great reductions 
are to be made, they will have to 
be made largely in that area, be­ 
cause it is such a large percentage 
of our total expense.” 
But, H umphrey said, "We can­ 
not swing a broad ax” in cutting 
security 
spending. 
He 
declared 
also that eliminating extravagance 
in 
military 
s p e n d i n g 
would 
achieve 
“only 
relatively 
small 
saving” and only over a consid­ 
erable period of time. 
Needs Perfecting 
"Big 
reductions 
in 
security 
spending,” Humphrey said, “can 
only come from perfecting a new 
and more effective defense pro­ 
gram which costs less money. This 
too, takes time and tremendous 
planning, Work and effort.” 
Nevertheless 
Humphrey 
de­ 
clared, “We have not abandoned 
effort or hope for an early bal­ 
anced budget.” He made it plain, 
however,

prospect for a balanced budget in 
fiscal 1955, beginning next July 1. 
Humphrey said the Eisenhower 
adm inistration’s two p r i n c i p a 1 
goals are:
